Resolutions were 
adopted protesting against the state- 
ments regarding Ireland by a Lex- 
ington pastor and educator, who was 
roundly scored by Mies Hunt, of the 
Red Cross, who delivered a atirrlng 
end patriotic address. The resolu- 
tions were ordered sent to the Ken- 
tucky State Board of Bidueatlon. 
Rev. Patrick Walsh and Rev. John 
O'Connor gave a detailed report of 
the convention proceedings, which 
were most harmonious and gratify- 
ing to every delegate. Miss Hunt's 
arraignment of England was con 
vlnclng, and she predicted that a 
little more expression of sympathy 
only la needed to secure from Con- 
gress the recognition desired. This 
meeting was one of the most Inter- 
esting and satiafactory yet held.

Twenty-six patriotic Irish women 
are at present Incarcerate d In jK'.Ia 
in Ireland as part of England's cam- 
palgn of terrorism against the peo- 
ple ot Ireland as waged by the 
Black and Tans. Fifteen of these 
women have never had a trial nor 
has any charge ever been preferred 
against them. The other eleven are 
perving penal sentences imposed 
upon them by British courts-martial, 
which in some Instances sat In com- 
plete secrecy. 

The most recent Issue of the 
Irish Bulletin, ot Dublin, the olBolal 
publication of the Irish Republie, 
gives deplorable tUota eoneeming 
these patriotic women, many of 
(hem the mothers of young children. 
In giving details ot the arrests tho 
Bulletin points out that In England 
It has been decided In the Interests 
of justice to allow women to sit on 
jiuir:!. especially where a woman Is 
ronceirned In the case at bar. In 
Ireland, however, women of high 
nosifion in nafionel affairs are hand- 
ed over to courts composed of of- 
ficers who are admitted enemies ot 
the natoln. 

The justice meted out by these 
military courts, according to the 
Bulletin, is illustrated in the case 
of Nurse Unda Kearns, of Sllgo. 
The ofllclal report Isaued by Dublin 
Castle on tho arrest of Miss Keama 
charged that she was driving a mo- 
tor car In which were riding Irish 
Republican troops. She was tried 
In secief at Belfast on March 11. 
Two weeks later Miss Kearns was 
Informed that she had been sen- 
tenced to ten year,-' umi.i' ■ iv : • iide. 
If the charges made l)y Kublin Cai»- 
tle were proved — and they were not 
—then Miss Keairns was guilty onjgr 
of patriotism and humanity. For 
Rimllar action in Belgium Nurse 
Bdlth Cavell was hailed as a martyr 
by Lloyd Oeorge. 

Mary Bowles, fourteen years old, 
of ( logheen. County Cork, was sen- 
tenced to five years' penal servitude 
by a court-martial for having en- 
deavored to rescue a machine gun 
which belonged to the Irlah Repnh- 
I lean army. 

Othor Irish women who are pay- 
ing the price for being true to their 
flag include the Countess Gonetane* 
Marklevicz, member of the Repub- 
lican ParMament, serving two year* 
nt hard labor for organising tho 
Irish National Boy Scouts; Mies 
Keogh, matron of the Benedictine 
Boya* College at Oorey. County 
Wexford, serving two years because 
arms were found In her home; Miss 
L, Ha was, of Cobh, County Cork, 
nerving one year tor having national 
literature in her possession: Miss 
Coyle. of Roscommon, serving one 
vear for having literature ot the 
Women's National League In her 
possession, and Miss Rignsy, of 
Clontarf, Dublin, serving two yeara 
(or having ammunltim In her poo- 
tesslon, 

Dr, Ada English, of BalMnasIoo, 
County Oalway, la serving nine 
months tor having literature in her 
tiossesslon, while Miss AnlU Mo- 

Mahon, of Westport, County Mayo, 
and Miss Alice Cashel, B, A,, are 
"ach serving six months sentence, 
the former charged with having in 
her possession documents dealing 
with Dail Eireann. and the latter 
with possessing correspondence from 
Pail R'Ireann dealing with local gov- 
ernment. Miss Hicks Is serving three 
months on a charge of havtng aedl- 
tious literature in her possession. 

In addition to these there are 
Ofteen women in various jails in 
ireland on unstated charges. Some 
or the women have been kept In 
constabulary barracks where there 
were none but men Miss Shana- 
han, of Limerick, was confined for 
Ave weeks in a Black and Tan bar- 
racks, lK»lng the ouly women there. 

Other cases ot Interest include 
the recent arrest ot Mrs. Thomas 
Dillon, wife of a professor at Uni- 
verslty College, Oalway. She waa 
taken from her home and family of 
young children and lodged In Oal- 
way Jail. Her husband has been for 
Home time sought by the Crown 
forces, hence the rhiUlren were de- 
prived of both fatli' I and mother. 
Mrs. James Ryan, wife of Or. Ryan, 
Republican member of Parliament, 
and himself in prison, was arrested 
for refusing to exhibit a British mil- 
itary proclamation in the window of 
her home She wan taken from her 
little eight-months-old daughter 
and confined to Wexford Jail. Later 
the was fined £60 and released. Be- 
cause she refused to pay the fine her 
furniture ds to be seised and sold. 

These «re only a few recent in- 
stances ot how the British imperial 
torvea treat the girls and women ot 
Ireland, whose only crime Ui patriot- 
ism.
